MEXICO CITY, May 22.— Presi­ 
dent Venustiana Carranza, who with 
a small party of followers has been 
fighting in the mountains of Puebla 
since last week, was killed at Tlax- 
cala, early Thursday morning, ac­ 
cording to 
official 
announcement 
here. His companions, the names of 
whom are unknown, also were killed. 
General Rodolfo Herrerra, it is 
said, directed the attack. He belong­ 
ed to forces commanded by General 
Marial, who accompanied Carranza 
in his flight from this city, 
but 
who last 
week deserted Carranza 
and joined the revolutionists. 
There is some uncertainty regard­ 
ing the exact affiliation of General 
Herrera. He was in rebellion against 
Carranza for several years, centering 
his operations in the state of Pueb­ 
la. He surrendered lagt March to 
General Mariel, who was in com­ 
mand of, government forces in that 
state. 
W hen General Mariel went over 
to the revolutionists last week a 
portion of his troops it is known 
remained loyal to the president and 
the belief exists that Carranza might 
have taken him along wi|h him in 
his flight H errera’s forces, which 
finally turned against him. 
Tlaxcala Laponga is a small vil­ 
lage in the northern “ panhandle” of 
the state of Puebla. It is approxi­ 
mately 85 miles from San Andres, 
where Carranza left his forces and 
took refuge in the mountains. 
The

announcement 
was 
given out at 10:30 o’clock last night 
from the headquarters of General 
Obregon. 


Venustiana Carranza, elected pres­ 
ident of Mexico March l l , 1917, by 
the largest vote ever cast in a pres­ 
idential election in hi scountry, step­ 
ped from political obscurity to na­ 
tional and international prominence 
on the graves of the hopes of Gen. 
Victoriana Huerta, the usurper, and 
his followers. 
Simultaneously 
w i t h 
General 
H uerta’s coup d'etat and the assass- 
sination of President Madero, the 
news went out to the world that 
Gen. Venustiano Carranza, elected 
governor of the state of Coahuila 
in 1911, refused to recognize the 
usurper and, would resist him 
by 
force of arm s . 
“ Madero’s revolution was politi­ 
cal, 
Caranza is quoted as having 
said .“ Mine is a social one.” 
Born of parents in comfortable 
circumstances 
in Cuatro Cienagas 
state of Coahuila. 
December 
29, 
1*59, Venustiano Carranza was edu­ 
cated in the public schools of his 
native state and later studied law 
a t the Mexican capital .When he 
was admitted to the bar, however, 
affection of the eyes prevented him 
from practicing and he returned to 
his native state to become a ranch­ 
er. His experiences as a rancher 
first, then as judge, senator and fi­ 
nally governor of Coahuila, made 
C a n anza familiar with the agrarian 
problem, the root of political unrest 
in Mexico. 
Having defied Huerta, Carranza 
rallied a small band of 600 follow-1 
ens which grew into a sizeable army 
when he won the support of Fran- 
cisco 
Villa 
C arranza’s 
influence 
spread 
rapidly, the 
military 
vic- 
torfes of his chief aide, Villa, rally­ 
ing the various factions of North­ 
ern Mexico around his banner. For 
a time, however, real progress was 
slow. H uerta’s 
machinations 
had 
embroiled Mexico with the United 
States and intervention seemed im­ 
minent. The killing of W. S. Benton 
a British subject, by a staff officer 
of 
Villa, 
further complicated 
the 
situation 
\ Then came Villa's victory at Tor­ 
reon, the first real success of the 
war. Carranza was pressing H uerta 
hard when the A B C conference to 
discuss the differences between the 
United States and H uerta was called 
in Buffalo. General Carranza refused 
to suspend hostilities and declined 
to abide 
hy the result of those 
diplomatic negotiations. The fight­ 
ing went on with the result that 
General H uerta resigned the provis­ 
ional presidency July 15, 1914, and 
a 
month 
later 
General 
Carranza 
made his trium phal entry into Mexi­ 
co City, H uerta in the meantime 
having fled to Spain. 
Shortly afterw ard independent re­ 
volutionists led by Zapata. General 
’Pascual 
Orozco 
and 
others 
com­ 
menced. 
Dissension 
between 
Villa 
and Carranza, which began at the 
Torreon conference, reached a cli­ 
max September 23, 1914, when Vil­ 
la declared war on Carranza. Gen­ 
eral 
Alvaro Obregon became Car­ 
ranza’s leading general. 
The Villa generals met at Aguas- 
callentes in November, 1914, and, 
in alliance with the Zapata faction, 
formed 
a 
Conventionists 
govern­ 
ment. The capital changed hands 
several times and was not finally 
taken by General Obregon until the 
summer of 1915. 
The beginning of the end of the 
Vllla-Zapata party as * 
m ilitary 
power followed swiftly the near? 
defeats 
of Villa by General Alvaro 


Obregon. Villa was forced to give 
up 
Torreon 
and 
concentrate 
his 
dwindling forces in Northern Chi­ 
huahua and Eastern Sonora, making 
occasional forays and raids which 
culminated in the attack on Colum­ 
bus, N. M., that resulted in the in­ 
vasion of Mexican territory by Gen­ 
eral Pershing. 
In the diplomatic exchanges that 
ensued 
between 
President 
Wilson 
and 
Carranza, 
who had 
been of­ 
ficially recognized as the head of 
the defacto government by the Unit­ 
ed States in October 1915, he in­ 
sisted on the respect by the United 
States of Mexico’s severeignty and 
the concession 
to his government 
of reciprocal rights of invasion. He 
maintained his position despite the 
crisis caused by the clashes between 
Mercan 
and 
American 
soldiers at 
Parral and Carrizal, but when war 
seemed 
unavoidable Carranza suc­ 
ceeded in stemming the tide by his 
proposal for the appointment of a 
joint commission to settle the dif­ 
ficulties amicably. The proposal was 
accepted by President Wilson and 
the deliberations of the commission 
resulted in the withdrawal of the 
American army and the restoration 
of 
friendly 
relations between 
the 
two countries 
In the meantime Carranza had 
called 
a 
constitutional 
congress.. 
which accepted most of the reforms J 
he outlined. On March l l , 1917, he 
was elected 
president. 
More than 
1,500,000 votes were cast for him. j 
He took the oath of office May l,i 
1917. 
In a message to the Mexican con­ 
gress 
following 
his 
inauguration 
as president, Carranza declared Mex 
ico’s “strict” neutrality. His note to 
neutral nations, 
however, 
urging I 
them to declare embargoes against 
all the European belligerents, as a 
means of ending the war, arni the! 
warm th of his language in congrat­ 
ulating Em peror William on the oc­ 
casion of his last birthday, aroused 
comment in the United States, as[ 
did also the publication of the Zim­ 
merman 
note, 
inviting 
Mexico 
to 
take “ by conquest” the states of 
Texas, Arizona and New Mexico in 
payment for a declaration of w'ar 
on the United States acting in con­ 
cert with Japan.

One 
of his daughters, Miss Virginia Car­ 
ranza, became the wife of General 
Candido Aguilar.

the quelling by the Japanese of the

report of the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions to the Presbyter­ 
ian General Assembly, made public 
here today. 
Referring to the revolt, the report 
says. “The result proved anew th a t' 
Japan 
will 
not 
voluntarily 
grant 
Korean independence; that the Ko­ 
reans cannot secure it by force and 
that other governments having long 
ago recognized Japanese annexation 
of the peninsula, will not iterfere 
Costly too, was the movement to the 
Japanese, 
for 
it 
re-inforced 
their 
critics 
disheartened 
their 
friends, 
alienated 
the 
symapthy 
of 
allied 
nations and brought upon the ruth­ 
less 
militarists 
the 
opprobrious 
name of ‘the Huns of the Orient' ” 
Regarding 
the 
attitude 
of 
the 
American 
missionaries toward the 
Koreans’ revolt against the Japan­ 
ese, the report quotes Bishop Her­ 
bert Welch of the Methodist Episco­ 
pal church of Korea as saying: “It 
is no evidence of unfriendliness to 
the Japanese people that the mission 
aries became alienated in sympathy 
from the Japanese government but 
only a testimony to the deep hu­ 
manity of their feelings and to an 
indignation 
against 
wrong 
doing 
which was worthy of all praise.” 
“There is a general disposition 
to give the new administration In 
Korea a fair chance to remedy the 
undoubted abuses that exist,” con­ 
tinues the report. “Americans,” it 
says, 
“should 
distinguish 
between 
the civil and military parties among 
the Japanese. The former is com­ 
posed °f enlightened and progress­ 
ive men, who feel as we do about; 
the outrages that have been com­ 
mitted in Korea. The latter includes 
a large number of men who are 
thoroughly Prussian in their temper 
and conduct. 
“Americans, should bear in mind 
that there is a considerable element 
among the Japanese themselves who 
are greatly disturbed by the stern 
and iron-handed policy of the mili­ 
tary party in dealing with the Ko­ 
reans and who favor a wise and 
humane policy in dealing with them. 
It would be not only unwise but 
unjust to make indiscriminate con­ 
demnation of the whole Japanese 
nation.”
